ties without being suspected of 
•weakness for that which cheers anc 
also inebiiates.

is the owner of a modest lot in the 
go-called new ground of the Albany 
Bnral Cemetery. Many visitor* are 
attracted there by cariosity, but they 
do not find upon it anything like the 
lofty and imposing monuments that 
or own so many sightly crests or glis- 
ten in the sun from hillside and vale 
in this populous and beautiful City 
of the Dead. 
Until recently there 


stood upon it only a pretty, vase-like 
white marble headstone that marked 
the resting-place of William Lewis 
Herndon Arthur, his little two-year- 
old boy, who died Inly 8th, 1863, 
and also a substantial dark granite 
headstone in memory of the mother 
of Mrs. Arthur, Elizabeth Herndon, 
wife of the brave Oaptain William 
L 
Herndon, of the 
< United States 


Navy, whose memory will ever be 
associated with the wreck of the 
steamship Oentral America. 
But 


another stone has lately been placed 
upon another grave in this inoloiuro. 
It is a solid pieoe of pure white mar- 
ble, cut in the form of c. saroophagnii. 
about three feet high and six feet 
long, resting upon a substantial base 
of dark atone. The sides and ends 
display simple carvings of flowers 
and other devices, and upon the top 
Bests the form of a cross. Upon the 
outer edges, and entirely surround- 
ing the top of the stone, are these 
words, carved in raised old English 
text: "Here lies the body of Ellen 
Lewis Herndon, wife of Chester A. 
Arthur, born at Culpepper, Virginia, 
August 30th, 1837; Died at New York, 
January 12th, 1880."
